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The American Board’s Centennial 


HE good will and hearty congratulations 
of multitudes marked the celebration 
October 11th to 14th of the completion by the 
American Board of one hundred years of 
service in the foreign missionary field. What 
this service has been, its extent, its difficulty, 
and its splendid results are set forth in the 
book, entitled ‘““ The Story of the American 
Board; an account of the first hundred years 
of the American Board 


are an essential element in God’s plan for the 
world. The book is one which all interested 
in missions anywhere should read and pon- 
der. 

As said above, the “Story’’ supplies a 
background for the Centennial celebration. 
The first meeting of the Board brought to- 
gether nine commissioners; the one hun- 
dredth meeting saw Tremont Temple filled 
night after night and 


of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions,”’ by 
William E. Strong. 
The book has supplied 
a background for the 
exercises of the Cen- 
tennial. It is a vol- 
ume of 523 pages, 
illustrated, and en- 
riched by a series of 
excellent maps. It is 
neither a history of the 
Board nor of its mis- 
sions, nor a record of 
the deeds of the 2,500 
missionaries whom it 
has sent forth. As the 
author says in the pre- 
face, ‘““The aim has 
been to portray the 
Board as an organism, 
living and growing in 
the world; to mark 
the stages of that 
growth; to reflect the 
temper and movement 
of that life, and to de- 
scribe briefly and yet 


many hundreds turned 
away. The first year’s 
receipts of the Board 
were $999.52; those 
of the one hundredth 
year, $989,408.74. 
Four missionaries 
placed themselves at 
the disposal of the 
Board at its first meet- 
ing. During the one 
hundredth year forty 
new missionaries were 
appointed. At first, 
the Board had to send 
its missionaries into 
pagan lands where not 
one soul could be ex- 
pected to help or even 
to hear them. In the 
one hundredth year the 
missionaries newly go- 
ing out will find on the 
field nearly five thou- 
sand trained native 
workers and 73,000 na- 
tive church members 
who are now so ready 


vividly some character- 

istic scenes enacted on 
the many fields of the 
Board/’s enterprise.” 
- With this limitation of his task the author 
has prepared an admirable handbook of mis- 
sionary history. The first section of eight 
chapters is an inspiring story of human grop- 

ing and Divine leading. In the nine chapters 
- forming the second section, the story of un- 
certain beginnings gives place to one of sur- 
prising development, and prepares the mind 
for the mature assurance which fills the last 
nine chapters, that these prosperous missions 
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to aid the missionary 
enterprise that this 
year they contributed 
$276,715 for evangel- 
istic work. Under such circumstances these 
great meetings were a protracted celebra- 
tion of the loving kindness of God and a jubi- 
lant recognition that he is rapidly extending 
through them his kingdom in the wide world. 

A pilgrimage to Andover and Bradford of 
1,300 people, that is, of a great part of the 
attendants at the daily meetings, was a dra- 
matic feature of the celebration. Andover 
was the place where the first missionaries 
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studied, and Bradford the place where the 
Board was organized in 1810. At each place 
a monument with a copper tablet was unveiled 
which recited these two trivial facts that have 
proved to be the seed of eternal fruit. 
Another dramatic scene of this celebration 
was the presentation of greetings from fifty 
or more missionary societies of different de- 
nominations which for the most part sprang 
directly or indirectly from the impulse of the 
far-seeing faith of the founders of the Ameri- 
can Board. One by one the delegates of 
these societies came forward and handed their 
greetings to President Capen. At his side 
stood what he facetiously termed “the 
original American Board”’ ; that is to say, the 
little table around which the commissioners 
sat at their first meeting in 1810. Upon this 
table he laid the great pile of greetings and 
congratulations brought to the Society in 
1910. It was pleasant to have Secretary Pat- 
ton, in introducing the Rev. Dr. Dwight, of the 
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American Bible Society, say that it is held in 
grateful regard by all American missionary 
societies and by none more than by the 
American Board. 

Morning, afternoon, and evening each day 
Tremont Temple was filled with men and 
women who listened unwearied to the facts 
presented by officers of the Board, mission- 
aries and great leaders of the Church. For 
hour by hour the conviction grew that this 
great missionary enterprise is one of the 
powers to be taken into account by kings and 
nations, and one which Christians should be 
proud to support and carry on as laid upon 
them, a precious heritage from our Lord Jesus 
Christ himself. So no one differed from Dr. 
Arthur H. Smith, of China, who said in his 
last address that until the world is won, to the 
question, “How long will you keep up ap- 
peals for missions ?”’ he answers, “ 4/ways/”’ 
“But when will the work be done??’”’ 
“* Never! 1”? 


The General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church 


HE General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church was held in Cincin- 
nati, O., and was in session the larger part of 
the month of October. The published reports 
of its proceedings indicate that a great amount 
of business was overtaken by the Conven- 
tion. It may be noted that by its action per- 
mission is now accorded to the clergy to use 
the Revised Version in reading the lessons 
in the services of the Church, although the 
“‘Authorized”’ is still declared the Standard 
Version of the Church. 

One of the Corresponding Secretaries of 
the Society, the Rev. Dr. John Fox, was cor- 
dially received and given brief hearings; first 
before the House of Bishops and then the 
House of Deputies, the latter being composed 
of clerical and lay delegates. 

Both bodies took action separately, and both 
actions are given herewith: 


Action of the House of Bishops 


Resolved, That the House of Bishops recog- 
nizes the good service rendered by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society to the missionary work of 
the Church in the translation, publication, and 
circulation of the Holy Scriptures in many 
languages and in many lands; 


Particularly, first, in large appropriations 
for an improved version in Portuguese and a 
needed revision of the Spanish Bible, together 
with constant co-operation in the work. 

Secondly, in issuing Bishop Schereschew- 
sky’s Reference Bible, the first ever issued in 
China, having previously published all his 
translations. 

Resolved, 'That the House of Bishops again 
commends the Society to the confidence, 
prayers, and support of this Church.

Resolved, ‘That the House of Deputies rec-

The Tercentenary of the English Bible 


es nearly three hundred years Anglo- 
Saxon Christendom has been mainly nour- 
lished on that translation of the Holy Scrip- 
itures generally known as the King James or 
Authorized Version. 

The year 1911 will complete the third cen- 
itury of the prosperous reign of King James, 
:a veritable monarch in versions whose scepter 
iis universally acknowledged. 

It is the desire and purpose of the Ameri- 
‘can Bible Society to aid and help toward a 
‘worthy commemoration of this great event. 
‘The Churches generally will no doubt recog- 
inize it, and in some cases appoint formal cel- 
‘ebrations. A committee of scholars of various 
‘churches sitting during the summer at Prince- 
‘ton, N. J., has been busily at work preparing 
anew commemorative edition. The British 
and Foreign Bible Society, as well as our own, 
is laying plans for an appropriate recognition 
of what so vitally concerns all Bible Societies. 

The constitution of both these Societies has 
been in recent years altered to permit the 
publication of the Revised Version in Eng- 
lish. 

The amended Constitution of this Society 
now reads (Article I): 

“The only copies in the English language, 

to be circulated by the Society, shall be of the 


version set forth in 1611, and commonly known 


as the King James Version, whether in its 
original form as published in the aforesaid 
year or as revised, the New Testament in 
1881 and the Old Testament in 1885, and pub- 
lished in these years under the supervision of 
the Committee of Revision, or as further re- 
vised and edited by the American Committee 
of Revision and printed under its supervision 
on 1901.” 

The Revised Version is thus classified prop- 
erly as a variant from the original version of 
1611, so that the preferences of Christian peo- 
ple for the earlier or the latter form of King 
James should not hinder them from heartily 
co-operating in a great Festival of Commem- 

oration of this the chief classic of our English 
language and literature, and probably the 
finest reproduction in another tongue of the 
original Scriptures. 

In view of what is to come and as an aid 
thereto, the RECORD will contain each month 
‘some brief memoranda relating to the history 
of the English Bible and the chief personages 
connected with its production, beginning with 
Wycliffe and: ending with the King James 
company. The facts have often enough been 
stated, and in the limits of our space can only 


be very briefly touched on. It may be useful 
for us to give some hints as to the best books 
on the subject, that pastors, Sunday-school 
superintendents, and others may know where 
to turn. Why cannot every Sunday-school 
superintendent in this country make some 
special effort to interest the children in the 
history of this Book, which it is their great 
business to study? In this series of articles 
we must pass over those fragmentary transla- 
tions, precious as they are, made from the 
Latin by Caeedmon, the Anglo-Saxon monk, 
Bede the Venerable, Alfred the Great, and 
others. These were all of good use in that 
early period—the darkest hour just before the 
dawn of the Reformation, when John Wycliffe, 
its morning star, shone in England, and the 
day was at hand. 


John Wycliffe and his Work 


Wycliffe’s ““Apology”’ puts into the clear- 
est light his attitude toward the Bible. He 
was truly the John Baptist of the English 
Bible—vox clamantts in deserto. 

‘“Oh Lord God! sithin at the beginning of faith, so 
many men translated into Latin to great profit of 
Latin men; let one simple creature of God translate 
into English for profit of Englishmen. For if world- 
ly clerks look well their chronicles and books they 
shoulden find that Bede translated the Bible and ex- 
pounded much in Saxon, that was English either 
common language of this land in his time. And not 
only Bede, but King Alfred that founded Oxenford, 
translated so his last days the beginning of the Psalter 
in Saxon and would more if he had lived longer. 
Also Frenchmen Beemers and Britons han the Bible 
and other books of devotion and exposition trans- 
lated into their mother language. Why shoulden 
not Englishmen have the same in their mother lan- 
guage? -I cannot wit.”’ 


The date of his birth is not certain, though 
it is ordinarily fixed in 1324. He synchro- 
nizes with ““Dan Chaucer, well of English 
undefiled.’’ ‘The facts of his early life are not 
much known, but he was a student of Oxford, 
beginning his academic career very early and 
holding during his lifetime high university 
offices and dignities, chiefly as Master of 
Balliol. He was also one of the chaplains of 
Edward III., and in 1374 one of the commis- 
sioners sent by that monarch to confer with 
delegates appointed by Pope Gregory II., as 
to ecclesiastical authority in England. AI- 
though a priest in orders, he was, throughout 
his life, and increasingly as he grew older, a 
Protestant, disputing against transubstantia- 
tion and rejecting with great boldness papal 
usurpation. This brought him into disfavor 
and he was tried for heresy, but escaped by 
the intervention of the Queen Mother. Being 
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brought to account again he was finally com- 
pelled to retire from more public positions to 
his little village rectory of Lutterworth, of 
which Tennyson so beautifully sings: 
‘“Not least art thou, thou little Bethlehem 
In Judah, for in thee the Lord was born; 


Nor thou in Britain, little Lutterworth, 
Least, for in thee the Word was born again.”’ 


Dr. John Eadie, the Scotch historian of the 
English Bible, whose treatise (Macmillan & 
Co., London) no one wishing to understand 
the subject can ignore, ranks Wycliffe as “‘one 
of the quaternion

men,” along with

The last edition of Bishop Westcott’s Re-

—how his remains were “‘ungraved,’” and, 
as Thomas Fuller tells, “they took what was 
left of his bones and burned them to ashes 
and cast them into the Swift, a neighboring 
brook running hard by. Thus this brook hath 
conveyed his ashes into Avon, Avon into 
Severn, Severn into the narrow seas, they 
into the main ocean. And thus the ashes of 
Wycliffe are the emblem of his doctrine, 
which now is dispersed all the world over.’’

Mr. J. A. Benton writes as fol- 
lows: 

I am here holding up the banner 
for Christ and humanity. Say what 
you may, the Word of God will 
be found in the homes of these 
miners. 

This is pay week and every agent 
you might think of is here, and 
there will be shows of all kinds on 
hand. This is ‘“dog show’”’ night 
and the place is crowded. You 
will see from the number of books 
put out for the week that we are up 
and doing. I have to walk the 
railroad for miles, but I am here by seven 
o’clock a. m., with my grip in my hand and 
my pack on my back, catching the people as 
they go by. After this week the people will 
be drained of money until next pay-day. I 
will commence my house-to-house visits, al- 
though they are scattered miles apart, and see 
how many of them have Bibles, and if they 
have not, see why it was they failed to get 
the Word. They must have some part of the 
Scriptures before I leave for the lumber camps 
and up these mountains. 

If my report is late coming, remember I am 
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away from any post-office and do not like to 
send mail just so. 


Mr. Hilton, who appears in the picture, 
writes as follows: 


To understand the far-reaching effect for 
good of the great work of scattering the 
Bible, as seed sown in the soil, one must 
really come in contact with it and see it done. 
I, myself, did not know of this wonderful 
broadcast distribution of the Scriptures until 
I became engaged as a col- 
porteur for the Society, 
working among my own 
people in this southern 
country. When I think of 
the other colporteurs who 
are laboring in this great 
work, endeavoring to visit 
every town, village, and 
hamlet, it brings to my 
mind the passage of Scrip- 
ture which says, “For the 
earth shall be full of the 
knowledge of the Lord, as 
the waters cover the sea.’’ 
Some towns are harder to 
reach than others, on ac- 
count of high-priced agents, 
who have passed through 
so often, selling various 
books, including the Bible, 
to our people at very high-prices. When I tell 
them that I am not a “book agent’’ handling 
high-priced books, but interested in the salva- 
tion of their souls, and appointed by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society to see that the Word of 
God gets into every home, and that I have 
Bibles, Testaments, and portions from two 
cents up, they are eager to get them, and 
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often say that I am a God-sent man in the 
community. 


I find the smaller towns and rural districts* 


easier to work, and I delight to be among the 
lowly, who eagerly listen to the Word. 

I went to one house where there was a 
woman in deep distress. ‘She had recently 
lost her son, and about two weeks before his 
death her house burned down. She told me 
that she would very much like to have a 
Bible, because she did not have a book in the

Bible Workers in Paraguay and Neighboring States

The official language of Paraguay is the 
!Spanish, but the Guarani is commonly used, 
‘equivalent to the Quechua in Peru and Boli- 
‘via, although very different. It can be said 
‘that there is no literature in the Guarani lan- 
guage, and with rare exceptions can Guarani- 
speaking people read at all in that language, 
‘so that a translation would be almost use- 
less. 

I find that the best way to work among these 
people is to have colporteurs who can read in 
Spanish and at the same time translate into the 

‘Guarani. Fortunately, I found a man, Gorge 
Savarino, an Italian, who has lived in the 
‘country for many years and who speaks the 
Spanish and the Guarani like a native, and 
who was converted. He seems very active 
and is anxious to work as a colporteur. He 
has already begun to work, and we hope that 
he will be a useful man for us. I. have also 
made arrangements with several others to 
give part of their time to the work. Wehave 
a young, active Chilean also helping. Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Ross, who came from New Zea- 
land and who are working in connection with 
the Brethren, are assistingus. They are faith- 
ful and active, and travel around on their 
horses with Bibles and also hold meetings. 
I have also named a corresponding agent, 
Sefior O. Griot, in the capital. He is the di- 
rector of the “Instituto Evangelico,’”’ in good 
relations with the government and with the 
best families. I am very glad that I came 
here to see things more closely. 

Although not very extensive, this is a very 
rich soil—there cannot be better in South 
America—but because they have no seaport, 
immigration into this country is not what it is 
in Argentina, Uruguay, and Brazil, so that the 
number of inhabitants is only 700,000, and its 
capital has a population of only 70,000. About 
one third of the inhabitants can read, so we 
‘cannot expect to sella great number of books. 
The best way to work among them is by read- 
ing aloud, explaining the message of salvation. 
The government is doing its best to educate 
the new generation. It also makes generous 
offers to the immigrants, for the future of Para- 
guay depends on them. Without doubt the 
Bible will be the best factor for a moral basis 


Honpuras and Costa Rica were described 
Jast month in the REcorpD. We may now add 
the encouraging fact that, in spite of revo- 
lutions, rain, and one hundred other setbacks, 
the circulation in Central America as a whole 
for the first half of the calendar year is 11,142 
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and also spiritual. Considering all this, I ex- 
pect to do more for the country in the future. 

The Methodist, Salvation Army, Brethren, 
and Adventists have their work in Paraguay, 
but are yet in their infancy. 

Dr. Lindsay, who is working independently. 
having a precious work, medical and mission- 
ary, is very popular and much loved. In the 
Chaco there is an industrial mission by the 
Anglican Church. 

In Uruguay, although one of the popular 
countries of South America, the circulation of 
the Scriptures seems to be more difficult. 
Our Society has been working there from the 
beginning, and there does not seem to be a 
home without a Bible or part of it, and what 
we need is more evangelistic work. 

In La Paz, Bolivia, we have a depot in 
charge of the Rev. Mr. Shilling and an ex- 
priest, who has dedicated himself to the work 
of the Bible and also the preaching of the 
Word to those who speak the Aymara. It is 
a difficult and expensive field. 

Because of political troubles we have not 
been able to do as much as we would desire 
to do in Peru and Ecuador, but we have sev- 
eral colporteurs who are doing what they can. 

After Brazil, Argentina and Chili are the 
countries where the best work can be done, 
and we could do more if we had the means at 
our disposal. We are very gratefui that the 
appropriation for the year 1910 is twenty-five 
per cent greater than it was the year before. 
At the same time we could use for Argentina 
and Chili what we are using for eight republics. 

Argentina is developing wonderfully, with 
its great current of immigration from all the 
continents except Asia, and it is a splendid 
field for our work. This year, because of the 
Centenary and now the Exposition, the dif- 
ferent countries of the world seem to have a 
greater interest in this country. It would 
have been convenient if the Society could 
have granted $5,000 additional for extra work 
in Argentina because of this special occasion. 
We have tried to attend to the wants as far as 
possible within the limits, in giving the divine 
lamp to the visitors in the city. The Ameri- 
can Bible Society is better known each day, 
and is appreciated. Thousands of souls bless 
this institution that has done and is doing so 


much good

copies, for which was received $1,118.78. The 
colporteurs traveled 10,933 miles. This in a 
mountainous region, with numerous rivers to 
be forded, in hunger and thirst, and often 
with no place to lay their heads, is a noble 


achievement. 
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Pearls of Great Price 


HE Island of Margarita was discovered 

by Columbus in 1498, lying in the 
Caribbean Sea thirty miles from the coast of 
Venezuela, of which it is now a Department. 
The nearest city on the mainland is Cumand4, 
the oldest city in Venezuela and the oldest 
continuous settlement in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Caracas lies nearly two hundred miles 
to the west. About three years ago some of 
our colporteurs visited Margarita, but itis only 
recently that the Rev. Mr. Bailly, accompa- 
nied by Mr. Fred R. Bullen, made a thorough 
canvass. The situation of the island, which 
is near enough to the main ports leading into 
the interior of Venezuela, makes it a natural 
stopping-place for ships from Europe bound 
to Cumand, Barcelona, and La Guayra. Mar- 
garita, the Latin word for “‘ pearl,’ suggests 
what at first gave it distinction. It was first 


called “‘La Perla de la Mar”’ (‘‘ The Pearl of 
the Sea’’), for here the pearl fisher plies his 
trade. 

There are other industries, however, anda

considerable trade is carried on with the ad- 
jacent coast and ports beyond. The popula- 
tion, between 30,000 and 40,000, has never 
been adequately supplied with the Bible until 
now our faithful colporteurs have taken their 
precious wares and made a successful begin- 
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for the Isle of Pearls 


ning in carrying the Pearl of Great Price to 
the Isle of Pearls. ‘ 


Mr. Bailly writes as follows: 


Referring to the great needs of heathen 
countries, a well-known writer has said that 
“facts are the fingers of God,’’ pointing out 
to the home church its responsibility. In re- 
counting briefly the work just concluded, we 
may say that God’s providences are, to use a 
similar figure of speech, his guiding, protect- 
ing hand, enabling his servants to enter and 
‘occupy’ these lands. 

Margarita has been literally sown for the 
first time with the incorruptible Seed, and 
from north to south, east to west, from the 
Governor of the island to the children, from 
a priest’s hammock to the hospitality of the 
authorities, ‘‘all things have indeed worked 
together for good,’’ in respect to the rapidity 
and order of the campaign and the absence of 
hindering causes. 

Encouraged by a small effort of one of our 
native colporteurs some time previously, and 
conscious of the almost entirely unevangelized 
status of the island—the “‘fingers of God”’ 
thus indicating our responsibility—and weary 

of waiting for the needed 
colporteurs, Mr. Bullen and 
myself finally embarked and 
landed among a strange 
people in a strange land. 

The first providence that 
contributed to the success 

of the work about to begin 
_was a personal letter to the 
Governor of the island, ob- 
tained through friendly 
connection near our Cara- 
cas headquarters. Taking 
warning, doubtless, from 
our recent Guarenas ex- 
perience, to advance cau- 
tiously (for Margarita, like- 
wise, is held in bondage — 
by acordon of Roman Cath- 

olic rule and superstition), 

we quietly made our way 

without loss of time toward © 
the interior of the island and’ arrived at the 

Governor’s quarters with our letter. 1 

Although a Catholic himself, the Governor 
received us most kindly and at once offered 
us every assistance and guaranteed us full 
protection in our proposed mission. Among — 
other things, we were supplied with a letter 
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‘commending us to the authorities in every 
‘locality, and given the use of the Governor’s 
horse. 

And then the people bought our books and

listened to our message, while the children 
(for the most part, without any but nature’s 
clothing) “‘ advertised our business’’ by their 
sweet little voices crying, ‘ Libros, libros, 
libros !”’ (‘“‘ Books, books, books! ’’), and their 
persistent desires for “one too.” 

Thus equipped with beast and credential 
by the Governor, the priests could do nothing 
but look on with closed mouths. Though 
weary in body and wet with perspiration, we 
returned to our humble 
abode day after day with 
light satchels and hearts. 
The sales indeed exceeded 
our expectation, and the two 

‘native colporteurs, who had 
just concluded the work, re- 
ported like results. 

On one occasion, on en- 
tering a small village with 

saddle bags filled to the 
limit with books, a native 
with some reputation asa 
doctor, called the neighbor- 
hood together and virtually 
sold out our stock, while we 
stood by explaining their 
message and receiving the 
cash proceeds. 

Some bought because they wanted the Word 
of God, others bought because it was a new 

Waing, some bought because the books were 
so cheap, and others bought either to please 
their children or ourselves. At all events, 
the Scriptures are in their hands, and we trust 
their Author to bless them. 
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Space is too limited in a brief report to 
mention the many evidences of divine protec- 
tion and provision during the entire campaign. 
One worthy of special note, however, was the 
marked sympathy manifested by an 
American representative of a min- 
ing enterprise in Margarita, Mr. 
Charles Freeman, a man quite gen- 
erally known by all the inhabitants 
and thoroughly familiar with their 
customs. This friend offered us ev- 
ery assistance, even to the comforts 
of his home, and through his influ- 
ence we were given the good will 
of many who, in turn, gave us free 
accommodations and indirectly the 
use of one priest’s hammock for a 
fortnight, an amusing combination 
of circumstances, considering the 
invariable enmity of the priests 
against us, and a privilege not oth- 
erwise to be dreamed of. 

And where we feared the greatest 
opposition (even a repetition of our 
Guarenas ordeal) at the instigation 
of the priest in San Juan, reputed to be the 
most inimical to the spread of the Scriptures 
on the island, we were, through the Governor’s 
kindly interest, given free accommodations at 
the Jefecivil’s quarters. 

Margarita’s precious thirty thousand have 
the Bible. The pictures accompaning this 


article give some impressions of the peo-. 
ple who are reading it, and, we trust, some 
have found Christ in its pages. 


The native salutation, most familiar to 
all, and that greeted us everywhere—'' Qué 
Dios le lleve con bien”? (““May God carry 
you well’’)—still resounds in our ears, 
and we pray that he may be pleased to 
“Carry it (the Word) well” to many other 
hearts.

HE following is a colporteur’s letter 

which touches on matters in New Mex- 
ico and shows how churches grow there as 
everywhere out of colporteur seed sowing. 
The writer has a good evangelizing name, 
Moody: 


Now about the Bible in New Mexico, I 
would like to impress all with the fact that 
now above all times is when the Bible should 
be distributed over our territory. 

Our school system has undergone a com-

plete change within the past three years. All 
teachers are now compelled to get a real 
teacher’s certificate, and this means that often 
the teacher is the only Protestant in the vicin- 
ity of the school. The law requires all chil-

4 Peas Orient, a weekly paper published by 
the American Board’s Mission in Con- 
Stantinople, lately contained an appeal for 
Bible study from an Armenian priest who 
became interested through the Bible Society 
colporteur in Marsovan, in Asia Minor. This 
appeal is in the form of a letter, of which the 
last part begins with a prayer to Christ, and 
concludes with a really remarkable address 
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dren to attend school, and forbids using any 
language in the school except English. This 
means that all young people in the territory 
are learning English. 

There is a tremendous intellectual awaken- 
ing among the Mexicans, and the Bible should 
get a fair chance to compete with other books. 
I and my boys knock at many doors which 
are still closed, but I never knew of a house 
in which the Bible entered but the missionary 
was received. It is the Gospel and it always 
opens the door. 

I am sending you a picture of the Rev. 
Matthias Mathieson, who was a colporteur in 
New Mexico a long time ago, and I have met 
with many interesting accounts of his labors. 
In 1889 Mr. Mathieson gave a Bible to Pa- 
blo Gonzales and a small Testament to his 
wife. Shortly afterward Mr. Gonzales and 
his wife were converted. He is an energetic 
worker, and soon a church was organized at 
Morenci, Ariz., as a result of his labors. 
Mr. Gonzales is now working at Globe, Ariz., 
and is doing a great work among the Mexi- 
cans there. 

In 1880 Mrs. J. C. Eastman presented a 
Bible to Juan José Arguello, who afterward 
presented the same book to Concepcion Do- 
mingo in 1889. In February, 1910, these two 
families, the Arguellos and the Domingos, 
united with the Presbyterian Church in Santa 
Fé, under the Rev. G. Rendon. I understand ~ 
that this Bible, as well as the Bible and Testa- 
ment given by Mr. Mathieson, are still at work 
and in good condition. 

In a preaching tour lately Brother Rendon 
and another brother received thirty new mem- 
bers, all on profession of faith and all the re- 
sult of some sowing done by discouraged 
workers in days gone by. There are no con- 
verts to be compared with those who have 
read the Bible for years and are called out of 
their solitude by some preacher.

to the Armenian people on the study of the 
Bible: 

‘Oh! beloved Saviour mine, when will that. 
day come when we priests, who have entered 
on the sacred pastoral calling in the Holy Ar- 
menian Church, will not think that we have 
fulfilled our whole duty solely by our perform- 
ance of the ritual ?

How many Armenians, mothers, fathers, 
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sisters, and brethren we have, who though 
they do not understand the Gospel, by their 
faith have given proofs of renouncing a vain 
and temporal world, and who, we have not 
the least doubt, are worthy of the gift of 
eternal life. But why should we not enlight- 
en their minds with the light of the Gospel? 
Why should not the salt of the vitalizing 
words of the Holy Gospel be present in 
every Armenian Christian home? Who is 
to do this work? We, the priests, more par- 
ticularly. We are responsible before God. 
Just six years ago I was ordained a priest. 
In the services I translate the New Testa- 
ment and the Prophets from the ancient 
Armenian (kurapar) into Turkish (so that 
all present may understand), and the pray- 
ers of our thrice blessed Church Fathers. I 
do not think our priests would do wrong 
if they would make it their motto to under- 
stand and make understandable what they 
read. 

‘“The Prophet of Islam won thirteen con- 
verts in three years, and by virtue of his in- 
domitable will millions of people have become 
his followers. Why should our Faith, which 
at Pentecost won three thousand through the 
influence of the Holy Spirit, grow weak be- 
fore the puny forces of skepticism? Why 
should not we Armenians share in the World’s 
Sunday School Conventions, such as that held 
at Washington? Why should we not open 
Sunday schools in our communities? Why 
should not we cultivate our now rocky fields 
and sow the seed? Let us pray, my brother 
of the ‘ Morning Watch,’ you for us and we for 
you, that the Lord may prepare laborers for 
his harvest. I pray the Lord that, before I

die, I may be permitted to open a Young 
Men’s Christian Association Bible Study 
School among my people.” 


How the Gospel Fares in Mexico 


HE Foreign Mission Journal, organ of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, contains 
the following: 


This is one of the few Mexican capitals 
(Morelia) still dominated in every sense— 


‘morally, socially, and politically—by the cler- 


gy. It is the only city, so far as I know, in 
the whole republic in which the upper class is 
more fanatical than the laboring class. There 
are very, very few foreigners here and no 
large factories in which the poorer class can 
find work. This fact makes them almost 
absolutely dependent on the wealthy class for 


their daily bread; and for this reason it is 
exceedingly difficult here to enter the homes

of the laboring class with the Gospel. 
To give you an idea of just what I mean 


by this last statement, I want to tell you some- 
thing that happened here the other day. The 
American Bible Society has just published a 
large edition of the four Gospels in a paper 
binding, with the Mexican colors across the 
back—this for the Centennial year of Mexican 
independence. A member of our church, who 
is also a colporteur employed by this Society, 
sold one of these copies of the Gospels to a 
carpenter, who is also employed as a musician 
in the cathedral. The man paid the ten cents 
asked for it and was contentedly reading its 
contents, when one of his companions saw 
what he was reading and went immediately 
to tell the priest about it. At once that black- 
robed gentleman came to see about his wander- 
ing sheep; and finding him reading his little 
book, he told him that it was the Devil’s 
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book and he must not read it. The poor fel- 
low humbly begged his “ father’s’? pardon 
and handed him the book and promised him 
to be more careful in the future. The priest 
scolded him for buying one of the Protes- 
tant’s books and kindly (?) tore it up for him. 
But this was not enough. He was informed 
that, as a punishment, his salary as musician 
at the cathedral would be suspended for three 
months. So when the colporteur went back 
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to see him, to see if he were reading the 
Gospel, he told him what had happened, 
and also that he did not want him to come 
back any more; for, if so much evil had 
befallen him for that little “‘misdeed,’’ he 
did not want to hear any more about the 
Protestant religion. And each faithful Cath- 
olic here is just like that priest—they will 
not have an ‘unfaithful’’ servant retained in 
their homes. 


Notes and Comments 


HE Synod of Pennsylvania, in session at 
A Peete a suburb of Pittsburg, lis- 
tened with sympathy and cordiality to the Rev. 
Dr. Leighton W. Eckard, Agency Secretary for 
the Atlantic Agency, who presented the gen- 
eral work of the Society. At the close of his 
address a few moments was accorded Dr. Fox 
to explain the suggestions of the Society as 
to the proposed Tercentenary Celebration of 
the English Bible. The following paper was 
then passed: 

“The Synod of Pennsylvania commends 
anew the American Bible Society to the fav- 
orable consideration of all its churches as 
well deserving their prayers and their gener- 
ous support. Recent large gifts to its treas- 
ury should not diminish the gifts of the 
churches, for the opportunities. and necessity 
for enlarged distribution require still larger 
contributions. The Synod commends the 
new arrangement by which the Pennsylvania 
Bible Society became the nucleus of the At- 
lantic Agency, including the states of Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, and Delaware, as more 
effective and economical. 

“The Synod approves the suggestion of the 
Secretaries looking to a general observance 
of the Tercentenary of the publication of the 
King James Version of the English Bible, 
and hopes that all its ministers and churches 
will co-operate in some proper observance of 
so significant a memorial.”’ 


A NOTABLE event not only for the immediate 
locality, but for church life in the United States, 
deserves to be mentioned in these columns, 
namely, the dedication of the Central Presby- 
terian Church at Williamsport, Pa., under the 
pastorate of the Rev. Dr. Elliott C. Armstrong, 
on October 9, 1910. 

Dr. Armstrong’s ministry has been an edu- 
cation to the community in which he labors as 
to the Bible and all that relates to it, and es- 
pecially to the history of the English versions. 
The church now dedicated, therefore, has two 


striking windows—one the “English Bible 
Window’”’ and the other the “ Missionary 
Window.” In these are beautifully pictured 
—first: John Wycliffe sending forth his ‘“Sims 
ple Priests’’ to carry and read his manu- 
script versions through England; in the other 
John Gutenberg printing the first Bible and 
exhibiting his press to the Syndic of the 
city. When this window is complete it is in 
contemplation to have two more panels, one 
representing a colporteur distributing Bibles 
in a South American city, and the other a 
translator taking down the words of an African 
dialect from the lips of a native. 

We venture to hope in the interests both of 
the Bible and the Bible Society that other 
churches in planning for handsome memorial 
windows will follow this suggestion. Why 
should not astained glass window be not only 
artistically beautiful, but a primer of instruc- 
tion to all who look upon it in the history of 
the Bible? 

The dedicatory sermon was preached by 
the Rev. Dr. Leighton W. Eckard, of the 
Atlantic Agency, and at one of the previ- 
ous services the Rev. Dr. John Fox gave an 
address on the “English Bible and the English 
People.”’ :

ON the inside cover will be found an ex- 
tract from the oration delivered by the Rev. 
Dr. Richard S. Storrs in the Academy of 
Music, December 2, 1880, on the occasion of 
the Wycliffe Semi-Millenial celebration, held 
by the American Bible Society to commemo- 
rate the completion of five hundred years since 
the Bible was translated into the English 
language by Jyhn Wycliffe. At about the 
same time a convention of the Auxiliary Bible 
Societies of the State of New Jersey was 
held in the city of Trenton for the same pur- 
pose, at which appropriate exercises were 
held and addresses made by noted men of 
the day. Such a reminiscence is interesting 
in view of what we hope is to come in the 
year 191i, 
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THE Society has a very necessary rule, that 
strangers applying by letter for free grants of 
Bibles must give some reference unless they 
are known. All rules have their exceptions, 
and an exception was made in this rule in 
answer to the following letter which we print, 
withholding name and address, though one 
allusion betrays the section of the country. 
Such letters come not infrequently and are 
extremely touching: 

‘“Sometime ago I wrote to ask if it was 
Posable for and Old Poor Widdow, 84 years 
Old to get a Bible given me. they wrote to 
me to get an Order from my Pastor but as 
my Pastor and Family Doctor who was also 
a Preacher, have gone to their Heavenly 
Home, and I being Deaf have not been able 
to attend Church for 30 years, I have no other 
Pastor and can only give my Saviour as se- 
curity. there is a good many Poor here who 
want a small Bible with good Print for Sun- 
day School. What can they get them at. 
About 15 years ago I got a Bible for 30 cts., 
about 6 by 10 inches, can they get them at 
that price, there is five I know that will get 
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them at that Price, times is very hard here no 


cotton mad and all is burnt up.”’

A CLERICALLY dressed individual stepped 
into the salesroom of the Pacific Agency in the 
Pacific Building, Fourth and Market Streets, 
San Francisco, and made a purchase of thirty 
sets of the four Gospels. Just as these were 
about to be wrapped up, the office assistant 
was called to the phone, out of sight of the 
safe. Though gone but a few minutes, the 
stranger, stepping behind the counter, pilfered 
the cash drawer, robbing it of five five-dollar 
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gold pieces and a one-dollar bill; and search- 
ing another drawer, which he found contained 
stamps, he quickly placed this under the safe, 
and on the return of the saleslady was quietly 
examining the Scriptures. 

After the books had been wrapped and 
given to him he paid for them with $2.40, the 
exact amount, then hurriedly left, looking fur- 
tively, however, behind him just as he stepped 
outside of the door. When the theft was 
discovered the clerical-looking man was gone. 

Mr. Mell, the Agency Secretary, says that 
he canonly hope that the Scriptures purchased 
may some day be read and lead to the thief’s 
repentance and restitution to the Society. 


A TENDER word just received from one of 
our correspondents shows the deep interest 
in our work of an earnest Christian woman. 
Our friend says: “|My dear wife passed on to 
her heavenly rest on August 30, 1910. She 
used some of the first money she earned 
teaching, when a poor girl, to make herself a 
life member of the American Bible Society 
over fifty years ago. She 
was a noble, godly woman, 
and a devoted helpmate in 
my ministry. We mourn 
not for her.

Last May a great world 
Sunday School Convention 
was held in Washington, 
D. C., and in connection 
therewith an exhibit was 
made of all the books, pam- 
phlets, pictures, etc., used 
in connection with Sunday- 
school work throughout the 
world. <A significant cen- 
tral feature of the exhibit 
was a pyramid of Bibles, 
with an illuminated globe 
of the world at the top: 
The picture which we herewith present shows 
the books of the American Bible Society 
spread out on one side of this pyramid. It 
was fitting that the Bible was recognized in 
this great gathering as the central text-book 
of all Sunday-school work. 


WE present the usual comparative table of 
donations from four principal sources. This 
would seem to show that the supporters of 
the Society are not yielding in any great de- 
gree to the natural temptation to regard the 
Endowment Fund and other large gifts as the 
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summum bonum and final goal of the Society. 
Gifts from auxiliaries, church collections, and 
individuals have all increased for the month 
of September as compared with September of 
last year, as also legacies for the same period. 


A VILLAGE IN NIGERIA 


For the first six months the showing is not 
quite so good, although the church collections 
have increased fairly well, and the gifts from 
individuals are nearly twice as large this year 
as for the same period last year. The total 
is more than $10,000 less, but the deficiency 
is in legacies mainly. We omit more exact 
comparisons, which can easily be made.

A MOST important volume from the pen of 
Dr. Mott, the Chairman of the World’s Mis- 
sionary Conference in Edinburgh and the 
Chairman of the Continuation Committee on 
“The Decisive Hour of Christian Missions,”’ 
has come to hand. It is published by the 
Student Volunteer Movement. The headings 
of its chapters are most significant: Non- 
Christian Nations Plastic and Changing; the 

Rising Spiritual Tide in the Non-Christian 
World; the Requirements of the Present Sit- 
uation; Adequate Plan and Adequate Home 
Base; an Efficient Church on the Mission 
Field; the Superhuman Factor; and the Pos- 
sibilities of the Present Situation. But fully 
as significant are the pictures scattered here 
and there through the volume: A Chinese 
Colliery a Thousand Miles from the Sea; the 
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First Turkish Parliament; the Birthplace of 
the Student Volunteer Movement at Mt. Her- 
man; the Young People’s Missionary Confer- 
ence at Silver Bay; the Dinner of the Lay- 
men’s Missionary Movement in New York, 
etc. But beyond the head- 
ings of thé chapters and the 
illustrations are the closely 
packed arguments of Dr. 
Mott, who is a master not 
only in the missionary 
problems of the present 
hour, but in the art of 
stating the needs and pos- 
sibilities of the Christian 
missionary movement. 


From northern Nigeria, 
representing the Soudan 
United Mission, comes a 
post card from the Rev.
